A ETOAWAT BICYCLE, 


At the Mercy of the Velocipede With 


a Broken Brake. 


Vanning JDown the Mountain Side at 


the Speed of a Mile a Mlnnte.

Our mine, tba Spondnlix, of Colorado, was 


the highest on tha range. It was 2,670 feat 
above Silver Brick station, and niua miles dis- 
tance from the village. From tha works up 
to the mines there waa a broad, hard, smooth 
oad, UBed for carting ora down from the 
nines aud hauling supplies up 
Tho average 


rrado down the mountain was 800 feet to the 
mile; in Borne places it was considerably 
•teeper, and at iutervala almost level The 
rood was made partly on tho bare rock, and 
wound np a narrow gulch; presently it climbed 
outside tho chasm, and here at aevoral places 
the road bed had been blasted out of the solid 
rook, or cut into tho purpendfeular aide of the 
mountain; but everywhere the road was al- 
most aa smooth and hard aa a floor. Know- 
ng that a loose stone might coat the lives of 
both teamster and team, where sometimes tha 
brakes would not entirely check tha descent of 
an ore-wagon, dhtii one ot th» nearly level 
places had been reached, tha teamsters wore 
careful to keep the surface of the road clean 
and smooth. 


By constant practice I managed at last to ride 


my fifty-two inch "University" roadster up 
the whole slope to tha Bpondulix, of course 
resting at levels, but my chief delight was 
the coasting down again; it required skill, a 
good deal of nerve, and a firm grasp of the 
irake. 


One evening an accident occurred to one of 


those engaged at the mine. I instantly got out 
my bicycle, explaining that I could go swifter 
thin a horse down the slope. In a few min- 
utes I had on my riding-suit and was off. 


The night was clear and crisp; tho full moon, 


except in a few curves, shone directly into the 
gulch, lighting up the road. Leaning well 
jack, with my logs over the handles, and a 
firm finger on the brake, I allowed tha wheel 
to glido down the first teng slope at a speed 
which I had sever darad to venture before. 
Finding the motion safe, I allowed the ma- 
chine to run faster, and still faster. Over the 
first level I shot like an arrow. Down the next 
rlope I seemed to glide on the rushing wind. 
Then I turned a curve upon the next level 
Knowing every inch of tha road, however, I 
did not slacken speed, except very slightly. 
As I Hew over tha top of the next slope, a 


Bteep plunge of nearly half a mile, another 
curve completely shut out tha moon, making 
the road almost as dark as a pocket Here I 
put down the brake hard, and checked my 
•peed materially. Still I knew the road 80 well 
that I had no fear. But just ae I was upon the 
steepest plunge of the elope—— 


Olmk! 
Something flew from the machine like a bul- 


let Instantly the wheel darted forward like 
the rush of a frightened bird, while tho brake 
lever came home to the steering-bar under my 
finger. 
The brake had broken abort off in the el- 


bowl 
There was nothing to check the machine, 
which waa running away with me, with over 
five miles of mountain grade before me, and 
the chance of meeting a team aay moment in 
the dark. 
I might have leaped backward off 
the machine at the instant of the break, but 
five seconds afterward it was too late. To 
attempt a dismount would be certain death. 
There was nothing to do but stick to the saddle 
and take my ohancea. 
Within thirty seconds the machine had ac- 


quired a velocity never before experienced by 
mortal rider. Tho sensation waa like that of 
falling through the air. The rush of the at- 
mosphere past m» was like a fearful gale. The 
wheel no longer felt the inequalities of the 
road It seemed to glide smoothly over a per- 
fect plane. I felt no sense of shocks from 
pebbles, or hollows, or protuberances. In fact, 
I believe that there were many places, espe- 
cially when I shot over the brow of a steeper 
incline, where the whole machine took a dying 
hop, or rather a long, skimming glide through 
the air, without touching the roaa 
It was lucky that I had practiced HO much 


coasting down this very road, and that I knew 
every inch of it eo thoroughly. Going at that 
amazing speed, leaning far back in the saddle, 
the steering was somewhat novel and peculiar. 
The speed gave the wheel euch an obstinate 
disposition to keep on a straight line that I 
conld not have turned a abort curve if I had 
tried. A very little turning of the steering-bar 
would have wrenched it immediately from my 
hands, and smashed the wheels to fragments. 
But my practice bad taught me the necessity 
of making my curves long and easy when coast- 
ing at great apaed; and by instinct my grasp 
upon the steering-bar was that of desperation, 
both my arms being kept as firm, yet flexible, 
as spring steel 
When the accident happened, I was just en- 


taring a dark curve in the shadow of the moun- 
tain. The wall on my right appeared a dark, 
almost invisible brown, while we chasm on my 
left was of an inky blackness. 
As I rounded 
the hollow of the curve, I could see tha moon- 
light shining far ahead on the point of the el- 
bow which I mast turn where the road was 
channeled into the wall. Aa I approached it I 
had the sense and nerve to run on the outer 
side of tha road, close to the edge of the 
canon, thus giving myself as broad a turn as 
possible. I found by the track of the wheel 
afterwards, that at the sharpest turn I had 
actually ridden within three inchea of the ex- 
treme edge for several rods, where, if I had 
been going at a less fearful speed, the wheel 
would certainly have slipped over tha edge, 
and carried me down a fall of 1,000 feet 
Safely past this, the worst point, the remain- 


ing curves were easy. Thus far there had 
been no tune to think. My actions were more 
instinctive than reasoning. My mind was a 
mild, confused whirl of sensations and fears. 
But now, as I shot down the last steep in- 


cline, suddenly 1 experienced a terrible mental 
•hock. It was caused by hearing the tinkle of 
a bell far below, and seeing the spark of a lan- 
tern such as the mine teamsters carry in front 
of their wagons. There was a team, perhapa t, 
train ot teams, coming up the roadl In a few 
seconds I should be upon them. Tha shock made 
me think, and that clearly. If the teanwler wt» 
walking beside his team, he would be on ttr« 
inside, next to tha mountain wall, and ttfe 
team would be in the middle of the road. If 
he was riding, the team would be kept near 
the mountain wall, and at a sate distance from 
the outer e6ge of the track. Either way my 
beat chance was to pass on the outside. As J 
approached, therefore, I ran close to the ont- 
BWe edge of the track, and flew by in safety, 
hearing the teamster shout as I did so. Here 
it was lucky that I was going at such a great 
speed, for the teamster saw the red light of my 
lantern whan I was nearly a mile distant, and, 
recognizing it, be started his team toward the 
outer edge of the road, so as to give me the 
safest passage on the inside; but I was upon 
and past mm before the team could be driven 
over, otherwise I should surely have ran into 
him.And now tha wheel ran along the level at the 
bottom of tho mountain; still my frightful ve- 
locity did not perceptibly diminish. I ran out 
past the works and into and along the village 
street Luckily the street was covered thinly 
with sand—not enough to make it bad riding 
but sufficient to gradually stop a coasting 
wheel. My speed slackened perceptibly. Stil 
I ran nearly through tha village, and then 
managed to turn a broad eorner ana ran up 
the slope of a side street, which finally check e< 
my speed so that I ventured to drop my feat 
cautiously and take the pedals, attar touching 
them as they came up for a number of revolu- 
tions, to help to check the machine. 
And so I finally stopped and leaped to the 


ground exactly in.front of Dr. Cameron's 
house. 
On mounting at the mine-houie I had looki 
at my watch, after a habit I had; and now, 
from the same habit, I looked at it again. I 
was not utoanlMd to find that I bad made the 
nine taO/A from the mine to the doctor's in a 


'ew««conds less than thirteen minutes. Al- 
owing six and a quarter for the first two miles 
wfore the brake gave Tray, and I must have 
made the last seven miles in less than six and 
ihree-quarter mlnntea. I firmly believe that 
[ covered seven miles in loss than six and a 
half minutes, incredible as snob speed seems. 


MATFLOWEE MEMENTOES. . 


Inventories Hade In the Old Colony 
Kecords. 


"Ancient Landmarks of Plymouth." 


It was tha intention of the author to add a 


chapter ou (he modes of living of our ances- 
ors, as disclosed by the inventories of their 
estates, but want of space in a volume al- 
ready larger and more cumbersome thimh* 
designed, forbids. These inventories are re- 
corded in the Old Colony records, beginning 
A. D. 1633. They are very minute and onm- 
merate not only the houses, lands and live 
stock, but also all household and farm uten. 
eils, all books and every article of furniture 
or apparel, and furnish ample material for an 
accurate" judgment of both tha habits and 
customs of early times, and tha tastes, cul- 
ture and worldly condition of the early colo- 
nists. In tha light of these inventories, many 
articles inconsiderately claimed by their pos- 
sessors to have been brought to New England 
n tlio Mayflower must be referred to a later 
>eriod. It will not be saf o to exhibit a china 
>r porcelain teapot or mug as a Pilgrim relic, 
when no article of either china or porcelain is 
found in these tell-tale lists before 1600. The 
'act that tea was a rare luxury in England as 
ate as 1657, and was sold at that data at it) poi 
pound, fortifies the story which these inven- 
tories toll 
Neither were forks need in England when the 


Pilgrims left it; and travelers of that period 
speak of the use in Italy of forks instead of 
napkins as a new and curious one. The English 
were in the habit of holding their food iu a 
napkin with the left band, while with the right 
they out it with a knife and carried it to the 
mouth. A habit now esteemed vulgar was once 
universal, and, like many a good old Saxon 
work, baa been borne down to the present geii- 
nation on the undercurrent of the unculti- 
vated and unrefined portion of the society. It 
vas the back of the knife, however, which ou- 
arad the mouth, and the proturberance on the 
jack of the old-fashioned knives, which doubt- 
ess many now living have seen, is a relic of an 
old custom which lingered after the habit of 
eating with a knife disappeared. Weaccord- 
ngly find in the early inventories largo num- 
iers of napkins and an entire absence of forks. 


Chairs were in early Pilgrim days, articles of 
usury, the use of stools being almost univer- 
sal. Only a few families indulged in these 
nxnrles, and up to 1650 the inventories coii- 
ain a smaller number than is probably now 
claimed to have been a part of the burden of 
the first ship. It is to be hoped that at au 
early day the publication of the Old Colony's 
records, by the Commonwealth, will be re- 
trained, and that these interesting inventories 
of the estates of the Pilgrim Fathers will be 
sermitted to reveal the secrets of Pilgrim 
Jaya.

THE DEADLY CYCLONE. 


Our Crop Prospects. 


The reports recently received at the 


State Department of Agriculture are dis- 
couraging for wheat prospects, while the 
cold, backward season has been unfavor- 
able for the growth of corn. The reduced 
area of winter wheat, the result of the 
severe winter and damage from insects, 
with the bad condition, gives encourage- 
ment for only about twenty million 
bushelp, or thirty million bushels less 
than lust crop. 


The crop correspondents for this county 


make the following report to Springfield 
of the crop and stock prospects in this 
county: 


MAOON* —Winter wheat has been im- 


proved but little the past mouth, and the 
condition indicates less than half an aver- 
age yield per acre; owing to the dry 
weather nud frequent frosts and backward 
BeiiBoa, wheat has not improved with the 
advent of Hpriug. Eye has not suffered as 
much an wheat, and will, with continued 
favorable season, make three-fourths of 
an average yield per acre. The area of 
oats ia much larger than last season, and 
prospects are encouraging for au average 
yield per iicro. About one-fifth; of the old 
corn Htill in first hands. Grass looks fair, 
considering the cold, backward season; 
the area of meadows and pastures is 
nearly us large as lnnt season. The num- 
ber of cattle, mules, hogs and sheep is 
less than lust Benson; about the usual 
number of horses. With the exception 
of aomii cuses of distemper aud pink-eye 
among hornet, farm animals are healthy 
aud iu fair condition. Apples, cherries 
and pear« give promise of a fair average 
crop; pcacliCH 
generally killnd. Soil 


breaks up iu Cno condition, and pulver- 
izes well.

NEAK JACKSOITVTLUE. 


The cyclone in the vlcinty of Jacksonville 


iras terribly destructive to life and property. 
At the town of Liter the spectacle IB a sad 
one. The storm swept through the residence 
r.nd business portion of the town, and lasted 
one minute. In that brief period the Baptist 
i .ad Christian churches were both completely 
demolished, four stone buildings were de- 
F troyed and contents blown »way, and about 
S3 dwelling-houses leveled to the ground. The 
Killed were John Trotter, aged 75; Mrs. John 
'-Protter, Agnes Griffin, aged 82; Mrs.lMaryJ. 
fitevensoa, aged 65; Lilly Griffin, 6 months. 
The seriously wounded are Dr. S. Grlffln, who 
was unconscious up to Saturday night; Mrs. 
Dr. Griffin, leg broken, also 
unconscious; 


fivo members of the Griffin family more or 
less injured, all of whom are now in Jackson- 
ville receiving attention. The others hurt 
<»ere Mr. and Mrs. C. K. Hudson, Thomas 
Hammond and family of live; James Steven- 
non, Mrs. George Vaughn, David Campbell, 
Mrs. E. Foster's three children, Mrs. Martha 
Ray and daughter, Mrs. Fleming, Geo. Flem- 
ing and daughter, Henry and James Crum. 
West of Liter Taylor Henderson lost 80 head 
of sheep: Bayles Bexroat lost 12 head of hogs. 
A pair of heavy cultivators were lifted up and 
carried nearly a mile. The loss of property at 
Utcr is estimated atf 100,000. South of Jackson- 
ville the property of Chas. Waters, Marlon 
Edwards, John Kawlins, Judge Samuel Woods, 
at Woodlawn, and James Oxley was partially 
destroyed. Mrs. Oxley Is perhaps fatally In- 
jured, and a little son had his collar bone and 
arm broken. Mrs. Oxley was about to become 
a mother. A tramp in Judge Woods' barn was 
fearfully Injured. Tho Jacksonville & South- 
eastern Railroad depot at Woodlawn was to- 
tally demoliBhed/ond heavy cars were lifted 
up and dissected In mid-air.

Reports 
do not agrue as to which fired first. 
After exchanging a few shots, it is claimed 
tbat Elijah Henson, who stood to one side 
oJ the combatants, drew his revolver and 
fired. At the flash young 
Martin fell. 


Henson tinned himself and started up tbe 
bluff, and men were at once dispatched to 
town for n physician and to arrange for the 
arrest of one or both of the Heiisons.

G. W. Burns went out to Holt's, but 
Frank Martin was dead before be arrived. 
The ball struck him in the region of the 
stomach, and produced death in about an 
hour. A warrant waa sworn out before 
Esquire Vedder, and officers are now in 
pursuit of Elijah Henson.

was slightly wounded In tne head and| in 
one of his hands, presumably by shots 
from Martin's pistol. Martin was about 
22 years of age, and IK the son of Samuel 
MaYtln, who resides about eight miles west 
of White Hull.

The Two Sides of the Bonded Whiskey 


Question—Other Washington News. 


WASHINGTON, May 21.—Tbe Treasury 


Department is apparently divided against 
itself on the question of tbe export of 
whisky to evade the. internal revenue tax. 
The Secretary's office Is understood to be 
very willing to find an obstacle in the law 
wbieb will prevent the export and irome- • 
diate reimportation of whisky, with admis- 
sion to the bonded warehouse for a jear 
without payment of the M-cent tax. 
On 
tbe other 'hand, the Internal Revenue is 
avowedly on (he side of the distillers. Un- 
fortu-jately for whisky men, the custom 
laws and regulations, aa well as the inter- 
nal ruenue laws, are involved, so the In- 
ternal Ueveiiue Bureau will have but a par- 
tial vMce in the matter. 'The customs di- 
vision is a branch of what is known us the 
Secretary's onlce, with Mr. James at the 
head. 
'Mr. James never disagrees with 


Judge French, and he is opposed to the 
export of fugitive whisky.The question rais- 
ed iu opposition to the export and reim- 
port of the untiix-paid eoocla will, there- 
fore, be under the tariff Taws and regula- 
t'ons. 
There is no doubt, under the 


statutes, that whisky can be exported 
without payment of the internal revenue 
tax. The law also provides that any pro- 
cUict or manufacture of this country which 
has been exported may be reimported 
without 
duty, 
except 
the

it

when 
it 
goes 
Into 


consumption 
here. 
There 
are 


other statutes, however, which are cited 
by Judge French and the customs division, 
which raise serious questions on the nega- 
tive side of the application of the law to the 
case in hand. There is a, law which forbids 
the relauding of domestic goods exported, 
with a remission of the 
internal revenue 


tax. The provisions of it are very strict.

imprisonment. It is understood that tbe 
Secretary is in great doubt whether the law 
does not apply to the fugitive whiskey be- 
ing exported avowedly not for sale in 
foreign markets, but for immediate re- 
turn. There is another snag in the way of 
the opposition. The custom officers have 
raised the 
question as to whether the 
whiskey simply sent out and brought back 
to avoid the tax has the right of entry in 
bonded warehouse for a year without the 
Davment 
of tax. The question is also 
raised as to whether the internal revenue 
tax is not due immediately upon Its land- 
ing, on the ground that it "has never been 
honestly reported and has gained no priv- 
ileges by its jaunt abroad. It this ruling, 
which seems most dangerous to the whls • 
key men, should prevail, the spirits al- 
ready absent on a voyage to Bermuda will 
be seized and said unless the tax is paid 
immediately upon its return, and the dis- 
tillers will gain nothing except the benefit 
o* tbe trip to the (roods. These are the 
questions which Secretary Polger has sub- 
mitted to the Attorney General, and upon 
the result depends the price of whisky for 
the next year. 


Hall Contractors' New Kpgulailoun. 
WASHINGTON, May21.—Contractors and 
subcontractors will be much interested in a 
new regulation just issued by the postmas- 
ter-general relutfve to subcontracts on star 
routes. It is intended to introduce an im- 
portant reform in the star service and is 
much more exacting than existing regula- 
tions. The full text of the new regulation 
is as follows: 


Contractors must iu all cases secure the 


permission of the postmaster-general be- 
fore making a subcontract on auy route. 
The application to sublet 
must be made 


separately for each route, specifying the 
number and terminal points thereof. 
A 


subcontract must be executed for service 
upon the whole route, and for a period not 
less than one year, and it must be tiled by 
(be contractor in the office of the second as- 
sistaul postmaster-general within thirty 
days after the time wlien service is to begin 
under it. It must bo executed in the 
form prescribed 
by 
the 
postmaster- 


gennraf, and must specify the rate to be 
paid per annum under 
it. 
In case 
the service shall be changed it must stipu- 
late that the subcontractor shall assume 
liability for tines and deductions, and that 
he shall receive pro 
rata 
of 
*he 
one 
mouths'extra p^y allowed the contractor 
for curtailment, reduction or discontinu- 
ance of service. Tlie subcontractor must 
be a resident of a locality upon or contigu- 
ous to the route. Tha evidence of the pay- 
ment of a subcontractor by a contractor 
provided for in the 
preceding 
section 
(section 320, statutes 061) must be the re- 
ceipt of the subcontractor, attested by a 
postmaster at a tenninus of the route sub- 
let on a form proscribed by the seeon1?! as- 
sistant postmaster-general. Should it be- 
come necessary to file a copy of a subcon- 
tract, such copy must be certified to be a 
true copv of tne original by a postmaster 
at one of the termini of the route thereon 
to be sublet. No subcontract can be re- 
cognized unless made with the original 
contractor. This registration applies ex- 
clusively to tbe star service. 
Special per- 


mission must be obtained for subletting 
steamboat services.

THE SCENE AT PETER CLIF- 


TON'S PLACE, WHERE THREE 


PERSONS WERE KILLED. 


Stock Killed Outright—Miraculous 


Escapes—Scenes of Deso- 


lation Everywhere. 


A Full List of the Killed and In- 


jured in Macon and De- 


Witt Counties. 


Scenes Along the Route of the 


Storm Demon. 


IN MAOON COUNTY. 


Macon comity had its first destructive 


cyclone on Friday night last, May 18th, 
and, desiring to lay before pur readers SB 
fall and accurate a description of the ex- 
tent of the calamity aa possible, a repre- 
sentative of the REPUBLICAN visited the 
scene of destruction on Sunday, and 
passed over the greater part of the track 
of the storm, from the place where it en- 
tered the county on the west to the point 
where it crossed the north line und en- 
tered DeWitt county. 
The distance 


traversed by the storm in Macon county 
was about four miles, covering portions 
of sections 18, 7,8,5, 4 and 3, in the order 
named. The width of the track was about 
forty rods, and it nowhere deflected much 
from a straight line, going east by north- 
east. 


The first house struck iu the county 


was that of DeMain Gordon, on section 
18. This was blown away only iu part, 
and, strange to say, that portion in which 
the family was at the time was not hurt 
much. Next was a tenant house on the 
farm of I. J. Michner, occupied by Isaac 
Joslyn and family. This was entirely 
blown away, mid Mrs. Joslyn had an arm 
broken. Next came the barn of Conrad 
Stark, on the Evans tract in section 7, 
which also disappeared like a nosh of 
lightning, and the terrible demon of the 
air rushed on to play havoc with whatever 
stood in its way. 
Near the middle of the west line of 


section 8 the cyclone met its next ob- 
struction. Here stood the comfortable 
Farm house and buildings of Clarence F. 
Emery, for many years the home of his 
tiithei, the late Joseph W. Emery. The 
louse and barn were literally blown to 
atoms, and the scene beggars description. 
The inmates of the house at the time 
were Mr. Clarence F. Emery, his wife and 
two small children, besides his mother 
and unmarried sister. Mr. Emery states 
that when the storm struck the house the 
family were sitting in a room in which 
was a stove with a fire in it. 
He says 
the floor appeared to part in the mid- 
dle of the 
room, precipitating 
four 


out of the six people in the house into 
the cellar. The stove went down with 
them, and in the wreck all received some 
bruises and scratches, and slight burns 
from the stove, but no serious injuries. 
Mrs. Emery, Sr., and one of the children 
found themselves in the yard, but how 
they got there they did not know. The 
furniture aud contents of the house were 
scattered far and wide, and but little was 
saved. The burn was a very large and 
well built structure, nnd in it was a large 
amount of hay, four or five horses, a lot 
of implements, wagons, etc. One horse 
was killed outright, another wits hurt 
slightly, the implements and wagons were 
wrecked, the hay tossed in every direo 
tion, and the surrounding trees still hung 
full of various sorts of debris. East of 
the house was a large and fine orchard, 
which was well nigh obliterated. Large 
trees were literally pulled up by the 
roots, others were broken off close to the 
ground, and scarcely one escaped uninjur- 
ed. A granary that stood north of the 
other buidmga escaped without great 
damage. For n long distance to the east- 
ward the ground is covered with lumber, 
shingles, pieces of implements, harness, 
clothing nud furniture. Just south of 
the buildings is a grove, which was out- 
side the main track of the storm, but 
which must have been considerably agita- 
ted by the wind, judging from tliodefuuet 
fowls scattered through it. The grove 
was a favorite roosting place for crows, 
and large numbers of their dead carcasses 
are scattered around. Fifteen of these 
were counted in a space of 209 feet square. 
The loss on the Emery place will aggre- 
gate between two and three thousand 
dollars. In the barn was a good spring 
wagon, of the Hamsher make, which was 
smashed and twieted into fragments by 
the falling timbers aud weight oC hay that 
rested upon it. 


In the northeast corner of section 8, on 


the farm of W. F. Montgomery, stood a 
small tenant house, occupied by Charles 
Lennon and family, all of whom had re- 
tired for the night before the blow 
came. The storm struck the house and 
burst it open, and in less than a 
minute the building and everything it 
contained—except the inmates—was scat- 
tered to the winds. It was literally swept 
away as with a broom, and every vestige 
of furniture, clothing and provisions dis- 
appeared ou the wings of the wind. Mra 
Lennon was badly bruised m addition to 
having a broken thigh. Her husband 
was fearfully jammed, and looked on 
Sunday like he had been engaged in a 
free fight, and the children were more or 
less bruised, though not seriously. In 
the darkness of the night, with the fear- 
ful storm raging around her, the husband 
unable to render her much assistance, the 
children crying with fnght and pain, and 
every shred of her own clothing blown 
from her body, this poor woman lav for 
two hours before relief came. Eve&| hen 
she could not be moved until some kindly 
disposed neighbors—themselves sufferers 
from the general disaster—had brought 
clothing to cover her, and a litter was 
improvised upon which to carry her. She 
was taken to the residence of H. H. Hoov- 
er, near by, and though even this shelter 
had been nearly demolished she was made 
as comfortable as possible. A physician 
was summoned to attend to her case, and 
on Sunday she was apparently comforable 
and quite cheerful. Her husband seemed 
to be suffering great pain, and complained 
much of his injuries. Mr. Lennon is a 
poor man, and deserves to be helped. 
The Maroa people have contributed lib- 
erally for the relief of himself and family, 
but they have absolutely lost their all, 
and ought to have still more assistance. 
Mr. Montgomery began to build a new 
boose for them on Saturday, and work 
was pushed all day on Sunday with the 
expectation of getting it ready to move 
into to-day. 


The farm of H. H. Hoover, in the south- 


west corner of section 4, was next struck, 
and the result was perfectly fearful. The 
house, which is a large one-story building, 
was not destroyed, but was moved from 
its foundation and turned part way 
around, being badly jammed and broken. 
The barn was utterly demolished, and all 
it contained, except the horses, scattered 
far and wide. One mule was killed where 
he stood, and the horses were all found 
tied to the timbers of the stalls, but at a 
considerable distance from the proper 


place. All the implements in and around 
the barn were broken and scattered, some 
of the pieces being carried nearly half a 
mile. A heavy farm wagon, apparently 
almost new, was broken apart and blown 
across a field, while a tree from an older 
wagon was found lodged against a hedge, 
with no sign of felloe or spoke about it 
Dead chickens lay scattered around, their 
carcasses stripped clean of feathers, and 
the whole soene was one of snob desola- 
tion as we never want to witness again. 
One of the strangest freaks of [the storm 
at this place was the game it played with 
a granary. This was a stout frame build- 
ing, weatherboarded like a house, which 
stood west of the dwelling. It was un- 
roofed, but not much broken otherwise, 
although it was carried about 300 feet 
from its original location. In this build- 
ing was a bin of rye and another of oats, 
but little of which was spilled out. On 
an empty barrel in the same building 
some boards had been laid, and on these 
were piled eight 50-pound sacks of flour, 
not one of which was disturbed. On the 
outside of this building, on the side next 
the storm, was to be seen a shingle driven 
by the force of the wind clean through 
the weatherboarding, and still remaining 
there. Thereof of Mr. Hoover's house, 
as well as that of the one next to be men- 
tioned, presented a very singular appear- 
ance. The shingles in places were torn 
off, just like the scales on a fish are re- 
moved, and in other places left intact 
At Mr. Hoover's place the orchard is 
badly damaged, more than half the trees 
being destroyed. Mr. Hoover, although 
the victim of such a disaster, seems to be 
in good spirits, and he and his plucky 
little wife were doing all in their power 
to assist their still more unfortunate 
neighbors. 


A little distance to the northeast of 


Hoover's is the residence of J. P. Woody, 
a tenant on the farm of Andrew Hawk- 
yard, one of the best known citizens of 
the township. The ground on which the 
buildings stand—or stood, rather—is 
an elevated 
knoll, 
and 
just 
west 


of 
the 
improvements was one of 


the finest orchards in the neighbor- 
hood. Mr. Woody says that when the 
storm struck the house he tried to get the 
door open, but could not. He then suc- 
ceeded iu getting a window open on the 
south side of the house, and through this 
he and his wife and two children, togeth- 
er with the hired man, made their exit. 
He threw himself to the ground and 
caught hold of a low bush with one hand, 
holding his daughter with the other. By 
his direction Mrs. Woody and the hired 
man caught hold of the same bush, hold- 
ing the other girl between them, and all 
clinging together as best they could. Of 
course this was but the work of a mo- 
ment, but in that brief space the air was 
filled with flying timbers and limbs of 
trees, and it is a miracle how they all 
escaped injury, but none were hurt. He 
thinks the severe part of the blow did not 
last more than two minutes. When the 
worst was over they got up and found the 
barn was totally destroyed, the shed por- 
tion of the house was entirely swept 
away, and the main part of the house, 
though still standing, was moved 5 feet 
east and as much south of its former po- 
sition. A large apple tree, eight inches 
through the trunk, was lodged against 
the west side of the house, having been 
carried 50 or 75 feet from its place in the 
orchard, in [which not a tree is left stand- 
ing, many being literally plucked up by 
the roots. All around lay the scattered 
debris of the cyclone—boards and tim- 
bers from the barn, plows, cultivators, 
wagons, furniture, and the broken limbs 
and bodies of trees. Some pieces of the 
barn were carried nearly or quite a mile, 
while the hedges were solid masses of 
trash through which a rat would find it 
difficult to make his way. The course of 
the storm was plainly marked by pieces 
of timber, some of them driven into the 
ground to a depth of from one tottwo feet, 
and many of them apparently then broken 
off and carried still further. Mr. Woody 
has suffered the loss of all his farming 
utensils and a good portion of his house- 
hold goods, aud is a worthy object of 
assistance. 


On the east side of section 4, about 


three-fourths of a mile northeast of the 
place last named, stood the house of 
Marion Gordon, a tenant on the farm of 
Erastus Nice. This house was a neat, 
new building, and Mr. Gordon and wife 
being a young married couple, had fur- 
nished it with much taste, everything 
being new. There was also a good barn 
on the place, but now scarcely a vestige 
of anything remains. The house and 
barn are totally destroyed, and everything 
they contained went sailing uway m that 
fearful tornado. Mr. Gordon was consid- 
erably hurt, his wife had a leg broken, 
and was internally injured so that it is 
feared she nuiy not recover. A young 
man named Crossman, who was in the 
house at, the time, also had a leg broken. 
In trout of the apot where the house stood 
the reniuius of a top buggy were seen, a 
portion of thorn in the ditch, while one 
pair oE wheels and the uxle lay fur east in 
the field. The destruction liere wus ter- 
rific. 


Only a short distance to the northeast 


of Gordon's place, and on the west side 
of section 8, stand the remains of a lot of 
buildings on the Buchiiuun farm, occu- 
pied by Henry Isaacs. None of these 
were blown away, but all are twisted and 
racked so as to be practically useless. 
The family escaped without injury. This 
was the last place in the county struck 
by the cyclono, which crossed into De- 
Witt county a short distance to the 
northeast, and played sad havoc among 
the once happy homes of that region, as 
will be described hereafter. The sudden- 
ness of such a calamity makes it difficult 
for any one to tell much as to the features 
it displayed at the time. From all ap- 
pearances, however, this storm was like 
most of its kind. It partook of the nature 
of a whirlwind, the current seeming to 
throw obstacles now in one direction and 
then in another. For instance, at Hoov- 
er's place the trees lie towards the south, 
while at Woody's, near by, they all fell 
eastward. The cyclone evidently was a 
whirling column of wind, which traveled 
in a straight line, but did not have the 
name force at all points, and mast proba- 
bly acted like what is known by artiller- 
ists as a "ricochet" shot—striking the 
earth at intervals and then bounding up, 
only to come down again a little further 
on. It occurred about 9 o'clock in the 
evening and lasted not to exceed two 
minutes.

THE STORM IN DEWITT. 


The work of destruction in DeWitt 


county was equally as fearful aa that wit- 
nessed in Macon county. Ou Sunday 
Solon Boyal and Thos. N. Leavitt, of 
Maroa, visited the places laid waste in 
DeWitt county, and they made notes of 
the sad sights they witnessed. From 
them we obtain the following facts: 


In DeWitt county, David Squire's 


house and stable blown down, no one in- 
jured. 


The tenant house on J. 8. Todd's place, 


occupied by Henry Coats and family—all 
absent except Mrs. Coats and 8 year old 
son. House and stable completely de- 
molished. Mrs. Coats was badly bruised 
and the boy was blown 200 feet and 
dropped unhurt. 
This is the second 
storm this boy has been in. He was in a 
cyclone in Iowa 3 years ago. About the 
Coats place were scattered in profusion 
heaps of broken machinery, and wagons 
and cultivators were blown into frag- 
ments. No spokes in hubs, nor hubs in 
wheels, and no whole thing anywhere to 
be seen. The cyclone next struck J. 8. 
Todd's home place, a quarter of a mile 
distant, unroofing a large barn and 
knocking a chimney off the house. 


On the Henry Rybolt place, less than a 


mile from Todd's, the house occupied by 
Wesley Anderson and family was blown 
away together with the barn. Mrs. An. 
Person's foot was crashed, and Mr. A. and 
five children were more or less bruised. 
A brother of Mr. A. was in the house and 
he was also injured. 


John M. Cree and family occupied the 


George Hutcbins place, and the bouse, 
cribs and stablea were totally demolished. 
Fortunately the whole family was absent 
attending a surprise party. A horse on 
the place had a rail driven clear through 
him, and he was killed instantly. 
John Bailey, living on Hattie Hanson's 


place, was visited. The house and stable 


were blown down. Mr. Bailey had two 
ribs broken and was badly braised, and 
Mrs. Bailey was also seriously hurt 


Sim Barnett's barn and wood house 


were demolished. 


From this point, about 7 miles north- 


west of Maroa, the cyclone veered around 
a little, and visited Bine's Switch, on the 
Midland road, and demolished John 
Bine's nice barn, turned about and 
wrecked his large new house, moved the 
Bine grain office 40 feet, and shook np 
corn cribs. A Midland box car was 
wrecked. 


The bounding cyclone then struck the 
Silas Owens place, a mile northeast, de- 
molishing the dwelling and barn, but 
doing no serious injury to the inmates. 


_ Uriah Blue's place close by was next 
visited. Here the storm just struck the 
ground after leaving Bine's switch. It 
struck the ground hard, unroofiing Uriah 
Bine's house, blew two new barns down, 
one 40x60, both completely demolished. 
A large oak timber 10x12,30 feet long, 
was blown from one of the barns 400 
yards and driven into the ground 10 feet 
and badly twisted. It was found broken 
off. The Blue wool house was demolished 
and all ot this year's wool clippings blown 
into the timber. Mr. Blue had 500 sheep. 
A lot of them, about 200, were killed and 
many injured; 100 of the lot were buried 
on Sunday. Mr. Blue's individual loss is 
estimated at $3,000. 


From this place onward the timber was 
laid in waste, large trees broken off, 
stumps torn np, and everything in the 
path of the demon was wrecked. 


Elijah MoPherson and family, occupy- 


ing a frame tenement house on Job 
Blue's place, had a remarkable experi- 
ence. In the house were six persons. 
The site of the house is at a point fifty 
yards north and east of an orchard. The 
cyclone struck the dwelling, and lifting it 
off its foundations it was carried around 
the point of the orchard and eastward to 
a point 150 yards distant, where it was 
completely wrecked—exploded—and scat- 
tered to the four winds. All the family 
were in the house and made the balloon 
like journey, but not one of them was 
hurt. On a shelf in the house were a lot 
of books, and all were left undisturbed 
and none missing except one—an account 
bonk, containing about $2,000 worth of 
saw mill accounts. Anyone finding this 
book will confer a favor by mailing it to 
E. M. McPherson, DeWitt, 111. 


Here the cyclone drew in its horns a 
little, and struck Peter Clifton's place, a 
quarter of a mile east. The path of the 
cyclone was not more than 50 yards wide 
at this point. Here a most terrible scene 
of destruction was witnessed. The house 
was demolished completely. Peter Clif- 
ton was found dead near a tree 50 yards 
from the house, the top of the head 
crushed. Mrs. Clifton was killed. She 
was found lying near the house with the 
back of her head crushed, and on her 
breast was lying a six months old infant, 
alive and not injured a particle. Ollie 
Clifton, aged 8 years, was killed—head 
and shoulders crushed. A boy 3 years 
old, head and arm injured; cannot live. 
A girl 5 years old, severely injured; she 
will survive. A boy 4 years old was not 
hurt Mr. Clifton had taken a policy in 
the "Home" for $2,000 on his life, and the 
policy reached J, S. Sargent at Maroa, 
Friday afternoon. This sum will go to 
the children. 


The cyclone next struck Salt Creek, 


sweeping away George Beumson's house, 
particles of which cannot be found. 
There were five persons in the house, and 
all were more or less hurt, two seriously. 


All of Henry Hartsock's barns, out- 


buildings, etc., were blown away, but the 
house in which the family were sleeping 
was not disturbed. Mr. H. had a lot of 
sheep, and many of them were killed. 
Low $3,000. 


Win. Shaw's barns and sheds, southeast 


of Clinton, were blown away. The top 
of Shaw's house was torn off. 


The blow at the Shaw place was the 


good-by shake-up of the cyclone. Parties 
from points 30 and 20 miles distant vis- 
ited the Shaw and other places, but from 
the Shaw farm onward no other damage 
could be heard of. All along the route 
mattresses, bedding, pillows and a great 
variety of household articles, were scat- 
tered about, some torn in shreds, and 
some not damaged at all. 


HELP FOB THE SUFFERERS. 


It will be observed from the foregoing 


items that nearly all of those who have 
suffered losses are tenant farmers, and 
many of them are in immediate aid. In 
Maroa on Saturday and Sunday $150 
were raised as a relief fund, and more se- 
cured to-day. Those Decatur people who 
desire to contribute to the fund in aid of 
the sufferers in Austin township, can do 
BO by leaving their contributions with 
Leavitt & Boj al, agricultural implement 
dealers, south side old square, or at the 
REPUBLICAN office. All contributions of 
money, clothing or provisions will be 
promptly forwarded to Maroa and placed 
in the hands of Andrew Hawkyard for 
distribution among the needy.- Many of 
the farmers, besides being left homeless, 
have had all their implements deHtroyed, 
and they cannot do any sort of farm work 
until they procure new supplies. 


SHATTERED BITS. 


Major Emery came down from Maroa 


this morning, bringing with him a relic of 
the storm, which may be seen at the 
REPUBLICAN office. It is a long "tooth- 
pick" splinter, sample of the strips torn 
out of a huge oak tree. 


Leavitt & Royal have a lot of broken 


bits of machinery, etc., that they gathered 
on Sunday. 


IN OTHER COUNTIES. 


NEAR MT. PULASKI. 


The storm four mtles soutn of Mt. Pulastii 


raged with terrific fury. Peter Staffer's house, 
containing: five persona, was torn from Its 
foundations and in an instant thealr was filled 
with flying timbers and human bodies. Mr. 
Staffer was thrown Into the branches of a large 
c6ttonwood tree that bad been prostrated by 
the storm. Ho found hi8 wife lyingat the base 
of the tree in an unconscious condition. Fur- 
ther on, under a pile of rails, Uo found bis little 
girl, also unconscious, and, aa was afterward 
discovered, so badly injured that she will like- 
ly die. A babe waa undisflgured by even a 
scratch, and was found complacently viewing 
the spot where ita home had stood but a few 
moments before. Not the slightest vestige of 
the house remained. Everything bad been 
swept away. A house occupied by George 
Johnson and family was also demolished, and 
Mrs. Johnson had a limb broken by being 
struck by a failing timber. 


ABODT STAUNTON. 


Around Staunton, on the St. Louis Division 


of the Wabasb road, the country was laid 
waste. Everything was totally wrecked in the 
track of the cyclone, which extended for sev- 
en miles and was 200 yards wide. Those killed 
were B. A. Cantwell, aged 45, railroad contrac- 
tor and a Master Mason; Alva Berry, aged M; 
Florence Berry, fatally Injured; Mr. and Mrs. 
J. Livingston, badly injured; Carton Cobin, 
James Dugan, Minnie Berry, William Smith, 
Mike Shea, James Kiley, George Burns, Ar- 
thur Hoblnson, Mike Butler all more or less 
hurt. Mr. and Mrs. Livingston were lifted 
from their bed and hurled to the ground fifty 
feetfromtbe site of the house. Seven peo- 
ple In one house went into the cellar and all 
escaped without injury. 


NIAK SPBINOriBLD AND CAWSOK, 


Saturday the HEPDBLICAN printed partial 


particulars of the devastation about Spring- 
field and TJawson. A correspondent writes: 
"On a window sat a wooden bowl; this was 
split midway. One half was left in its origi- 
nal position, and the other half was taken up 
and thrown somewhere along the path of the 
cyclone. At one place a flock of geese were 
found naked this morning—their feathers had 
been stripped from their backs and hung up 
on a hedge fence. 
When the cylone struck 


Hound Prairie, a few of the country people 
Imagined the judgment day had come. Says 
one of the more Intelligent class: "It was cot 
the wind power that did the work.tmt the elec- 
trical nre power. Wind can not cut a wooden 
bowl in two, leave one piece stationary and 
carry the other piece Into the next county. 
Wind cannot drive a rail through a horse and 
leave it dead. I tell you It was a ball of flame, 
conical-shaped. Whenever it dropped down 
and found no house, barn or fence ins in 
range. It reached for the earth and seemed de- 
termined to lift It otit of position." Near 
Dawson the tornado exhibited B violent force.
